Board, the miners’ letter never 
was presented to the board, it was 
disclosed yesterday. 

As the Governor’s fact-finding 
commissiou concluded its hearings 
witnesses declared that Robert M. 
Medill, who resigned under fire as 
director of the Illinois Department 
of Mines and Minerals, had not 
brought the miners’ plea, con- 
tained in a letter to Gov. Green, 
to the attention of the Mining 
Board. Robert Weir, assistant di- 
rector of the Department of Mines, 
said he knew of no such action be- 
ing taken. 

Two members of the Mining 
Board, Walter Gill of Peoria, I1., 
president of. the Coal Producers’ 
Association of Illinois, and Muriel 
Reak, a West Frankfort miner, 
both testified that they had not 
seen the miners’ letter, written 
March 38, 1946. 

That letter was signed by four 
officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ local union at the Centralia 
Coal Co. Mine No. 5, where 111 
men lost their lives March 25. 
Three of the four union men who 
signed the letter died in the dis- 
aster. 

Letter Sent to Medill. 

Gov. Green has said the letter 
was sent to Medill without his 
having — it, although the min- 
ers received. a reply, signed with 
the ‘nal "of Gov, Green, stating 
that” teis 
given “full and complete. consid- 
eration” by the Mining Board. 

Cassidy read into the ‘record 
part of the ‘letter which John 
William Chapman, secretary to 
Gov.

The long lines division at 2654 
Locust street handled 1586 emer- 
gency calls in the 24-hour period 
ending at midnight. It rejected 
four times as many.

500 MILLION A YEAR 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Coin-operated machines are sell- 
ing $500,000,000 worth of cigar- 
ettes, candy and drinks a year, 
the Department of Commerce eés- 
timated today. 

Some -retail experts figure the 
machines will be doing a 3 billion- 
dollar-a-year business by 1957, a 
report said. There were 4,000,000 
of them before their manufacture 
was stopped in wartime. 

Eggs, cream, butter, cheese and 
other dairy products, fresh meats 
and fish are some of the perish- 
ables which machines are expected 
to sell soon. 

Book sales through machines 
are being tested and phonograph 
records may be sold in the same 
way. The report added: 

“Beer in bottles or cans, cooled 
to just the right temperature, 
may be had in the future. Milk 
in bottles or paper containers is 
under consideration. Sales of 
frozen vegetables, fowl, and fresh 
fruits or fruit juices and concen- 
trations through automatic vend- 
ers are a certainty.” 

The department pointed out 
that in England, candy, perfume, 
lipstick, and assorted drugstore 
type items are soki by machines 
wheeled outside at closing time 
to take care of after-hours cus- 
tomers.

MICE OVERRUN AUSTRALIAN 
DISTRICT; ‘LAUGH AT CATS’ 


Thousands Killed Every Night by 
Farmers But Pests Continue 
to Multiply. 


SYDNEY, Australia, April 9 
(AP)-—Countless mice, so arrogant 
that they “laugh at cats,” are 
swarming over 4000 square miles 
of rich farm land in the Mallee 
district of northwest Victoria, 
farmers reported today. 

The farmers said they were kill- 
ing thousands of mice every night 
but that they bred replacements in 
protected nests under grapevines. 

The mice devour wheat, hay 
stacks, food, clothing, bedding, 
papers and even bite sleeping 
persons in houses, Corrugated iron 
ratptoof fences were’ thrown 
around some houses and wheat 
stacks. Farmers said they had to 
tie the cuffs of their trousers to 
prevent the mice from running up 
their legs,

Carmen Mory of Ravensbruck 
Camp Slashes Wrists; Condemned 
Doctor Also Ends Life. 


BERLIN, April 9 (AP)—The 
British Army announced today 
that a man and a woman under 
sentence of death for torturing 
and killing female inmates of Rav- 
ensbruck concentration camp had 
taken their own lives. 

The announcement said Carmen 
Maria Mory, a 40-year-old spy and 
adventuress who had once escaped 
a death sentence for espionage, 
slashed her wrists this morning 
and bled to death in her cell, Dr. 
Percy Treite, the .announcement 
said, poisoned himself yesterday. 

A French court found the Mory 
woman guilty in 1940 of spying 
on the Maginot line and sentenced 
her to death, but the advancing 
German Army rescued her. She 
was sent to Ravensbruck as a 
prisoner, but later became a camp 
functionary. Testimony at the 
trial of the Ravensbruck defend- 
ants showed 5000 women were 
gassed at the camp and that 3000 
others were killed or disappeared. 
Many women died of experimental 


operations and tortures.

Legislature Passes Bill to Fine and Imprison

NEWARK, N.J., April 9 (AP)— 
The first split in the ranks of the 
New Jersey Bel] Telephone Co.'s 
striking employes developed today, 
a few hours after the Legislature 
amended the state anti-utility 
strike law, setting up compulsory 
arbitration machinery and impos- 
ing stiff penalties for non-compli- 
ance, 

The state’s 12,000 switchboard 
operators—key majority in the 
walkout—held firm their picket 
lines, but a New Jersey Bell 
spokesman said that most of the 
company’s other employes, num- 
bering about 8000, had returned to 
their jobs, 

Leaders of the Traffic Telephone 
Workers’ Federation of New Jer- 
sey, affiliated with the National 
Federation of Telephone Workers, 
instructed the operators to keep 
their picket lines moving and stay 


out on strike while the union 
called for a “quick test” of the 
amended state law. 

A telegram early this morning 
from Mrs. Mary Hanscom, presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Telephone 
Traffic Workers’ Association, who 
is now at the Washington head- 
quarters, said that the “so-called 
anti-strike law has not been 
signed by the Governor” and that 
“under no circumstances are pick- 
ets to be released until further 
instructions from this office.”

DETROIT, April? (AP)—Henry 
Ford, honored in death as he was 
in life, received the final tributes 
today of his fellow citizens and 
workers. 

In his Greenfield village, Ford's 
body lay in state, where thou- 
sands could have a last look at 
the industrial genius who died of 
a cerebral hemorrhage Monday 
night at the age of 83. :

He had a personal fortune esti- 
mated at upward of $200,000,000 
and, in addition, he and his wife 
were understood to hold 58 per 
cent of the stock in the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. 

Presumably, most if not all of 
these holdings will go to the wid- 
ow. The remainder of the stock 
is held by Mrs, Edsel Ford and 
her four children, Henry II, 29- 
year-old president of his grandfa- 
ther’s firm, Benson, William and 
Josephine Ford. 

A company spokesman said it 
would be “a week or longer” be- 
fore filing of the will would even 
be considered. It might be years 
before the estate is completely 
disposed of. That of his only son, 
Edsel, who died in 1943, is still 
being probated, as far as is known 
publicly. 

Ford built his great wealth with 
an original investment of $28,000 
in 1908 when he created the Ford 
Motor Co. He was reported to 
have declined an offer of one bil- 
lion dollars for the firm later. 

Perhaps his great wealth fas- 
cinated the world less than the 
genius of a slim mechanic who 
mass-produced the motor car and 
placed it within the reach of the 
average American. His company 
over the years produced approx- 
imately 31,000,000 automobiles.

Asked by the Post-Dispatch if 
any special consideration would be 
given to relief for the survivors 
of the Centralia mine explosion, 
the chairman of the _ trustees, 
Thomas FE. Murray of New York, 
said they would be considered 
along with other distress cases, 
all on the basis of individual 
needs and all within the resources 
of the fund. 

The death benefits were made 
retroactive to June 1 and thus will 
go to the families of the 111 men 
killed at Centralia. 

The trustees will meet again in 
Washington next Tuesday, Murray 
said, to consider further plans for 
use of the fund, accumulated 
through a royalty of five cents a 
ton on all coal produced. The 
fund now stands at about $18,- 
000,000 and will be about $25,000,- 
000 when the Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment which created it expires 
next June 30. 

In Nature of Insurance, 

“We will take on other obliga- 
tions as we see whether we can 
meet them,” Murray said. The 
$1000 death benefits to survivors 
of miners he described as in the 
nature of an insurance policy, to 
be paid whatever may have been 
the cause of death. These pay- 
ments are to be retroactive to the 
time the fund was set up, last 
June 1, 

Asked by this reporter if, in 
contemplating “other obligations” 
which might call for payments 
from the fund, the trustees had 
in mind that the present fund 
expires with the Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment and the possibility that $25,- 
000,000 might be all that is avail- 
able, Murray said: “We are think- 
ing in terms of the $18,000,000 we 
have.”

President Truman explored the 
economic problems of rising prices 
in an hour and 40-minute cabinet 
session today, but the White 
House announced afterward “no 
action was taken or is planned.” 

Charlies G. Ross, presidential 
secretary, gave the information to 
reporters after the special mid- 
week session of the Cabinet and 
Truman's top economic advisers. 

Added to the group around the 
cabinet table were Edwin G. 
Nourse, chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Economic Advisory Coun- 
cil; Marriner S. Eccles, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve System, 
and James E. Webb, Budget Di- 
rector. 

The participants referred all 
questions to Ross. He said there 
was a “general discussion” of the 
price and economic situation and 
that President Truman “did a lot 
of listening.” 

Ross declined to give details of 
Nourse’s report on the inflation- 
ary outlook.- Yesterday, Nourse 
told reporters he viewed it as 
“serious.” 

Ross said Nourse gave the Cabi- 
net a four- or five-page memo- 
randum on economic matters. 
Then each Cabinet officer gave 
his views. Ross said, however, the 
official family made “no attempt 
to arrive at a concensus.” 

Ross added that his earlier de- 
scription of the meeting as a “sort 
of seminar” turned out to be a 
good one, 

“T feel as if I’ve been in a ses- 
sion of a graduate class in eco- 
nomics,” Ross said. “It was very 
enlightening.” 

Ross said prices and current 
wage negotiations in the basic 
steel industry were discussed, but 
he indicated this was only inci- 
dental to the broader economic 
outlook and did not foreshadow 
any Government move to urge 
lower steel prices. 

Asked whether the discussion in- 
dicated the price outlook was not 
sufficiently serious to warrant 
Government intervention, Ross re- 
plied: “I draw no inferences what- 
ever.” 

“Tt was a lot of talk back and 
forth, pro and con,” Ross said.

‘turned by a Washington county 
coroner’s jury in the Centralia 
‘Coal Co. Mine No. 5 disaster in 
‘which 111 miners were killed 
March 25, it was announced today. 

Dr. George Green, coroner, pre- 
viously had announced the inquest 
would be perfunctory, leaving it 
to other agencies to investigate 
the tragedy. The jury heard only 
three witnesses, William Rowe- 
|kamp, recording secretary of the 
_local United Mine Workers union 
at the mine; Fred Hellmeyer, chief 
electrician, and H. C, Nierniann, 
mine superintendent. 

Following announcement of the 
verdict, Dr. Green said he was 
“not finished with the case,” but 
declined to elaborate. He said 
death certificates had been signed 
for all 111 men. LEarlier it had 
been reported there was a delay 
in signing the certificates. 

Charles Hodges, mayor of 
Wamac, IIll., site of Mine No. 5 
shaft, served as foreman of the 
jury. Hodges announced the jury’s 
verdict. He said the inquest was 
completed last night. 

Meanwhile, William P. Young, 
vice president and operating head 
of the Centralia Coal Co., said it 
was uncertain when the mine 
would be reopened, if ever. “We 
still can’t say whether we'll be 
able to reopen the mine,” he de- 
clared. “We looked at parts of it 
today. We still have much territory 
to cover.”

The Board of Education, de- 
spite a strongly worded plea of its 
president, Elmore M. Putney, 


egain declined last night to end 
the long-standing bar on married 
women teachers in the _ public 
schools. 

By a vote of seven to four, with 
Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister absent, 
the board defeated a motion by 
Putney “to discontinue the prac- 
tice of discriminating against mar- 
ried women teachers, to become 
effective upon adoption of merit 
eontrols now being prepared.” 

Those recorded against the mo- 
tion were Fred H. Beck, Charles 
J. Dyer, James J, Fitzgerald, Mrs. 
Irma H. Friede, the Rev. Dr. C. 
Oscar Johnson, Dr, Francis C. Sul- 
livan and Dr. Herbert O. Winterer. 
Voting with Putney were Frank P. 
Nagel, J. Harry Pohlman and 
William Schumacher, 4 

Prior to a vote on the motion, 
Putney read a statement which he 
said had been dictated to him over 
the telephone by Dr. William W. 
Burke of Washington University 
who is currently at work on an 
over-all] merit plan for the selec- 
tion of all employes of the board, 
including teachers. 

The statment listed three points 
with which Dr. Burke said his re- 
port would deal: “High pupil- 
teacher ratios, restrictions on the 
employment of married women 
teachers (“marital status as such 
should not be a factor in the em- 
ployment of teachers”) and impedi- 
ments to the employment of teach- 
ers who are not graduates of the 
local Teachers Colleges. 

Reasons for Opposition. 

Opposition to the motion was 
based on several grounds, the 
principal one being that the board 
ought not anticipate the Burke 
plan by removing the restriction 
on married women. This was the 
position of Dr. Johnson, Fitzgerald 
and Beck. Mrs. Friede opposed the 
motion because she said it would 
have the effect of barring a num- 
ber of married women teachers 
now employed as substitutes since 
many of them were over the 35- 
year age limit placed on new 
teachers and a number lacked the 
Bachelor of Arts degree now re- 
quired of new teachers. Dr. Sulli- 
van objected to the form of Dr. 
Burke’s statement, which Putney 
read, on the ground it was not an 
official communication to the 
. board, 

Putney told reporters after the 
meeting, he would not attempt to 
bring up the motion again until 
fall. Burke’s plan is expected to be 
presented in November, or earlier 
if practicable. 

Action on Tax Rate Deferred. 

3 Action on the recently defeated 

' propositions to increase the tax 
rate by 35 cents and to authorize 
the issuance of $10,000,000 in bonds 
for construction purposes was de- 
ferred until] September, as recom- 
mended by the tax increase and 
bond issue committee. Dr. Win- 
terer, who read the report, said 
that propositions Two and Three, 
calling for a 10-cent increase in 
the rate to provide funds for a 
long range building program and 
the bond issue for emergency 
building funds probably would be 
resubmitted without change. 

He said the first proposition, 
calling for a 25-cent increase for 
operating funds, would be studied 
further in the light of recent fi- 
nancial developments and the pro- 
jected cost of a new salary sched- 
ule for teachers which will be pro- 
posed to the board in June. He 
indicated this proposition would 
be resubmitted to the voters in an 
amount determined after further 
study of the board’s budget over 
the next four school years.

boro and Jess D. Sexton of Law- 
ton, should be revamped. 

Changes which will be made 
will conform in the main to pro- 
visions which it is expected the 


legislation for extension of rent 
control by Congress will contain. 
St. Louis Realtors Heard. 

H. L. Cornet, president of the 
St. Louis real estate beard; Charles 
H. Christel, chairman of the 
Property Management Committee 
of the St. Louis board, and Julian 
Wornall of the Kansas City board 
told the committee that the real- 
tors wf the state did not object 
to the principle of rent control. 

Explaining that as a general 
thing realtors were not the own- 
ers of rental property, but had 
owners as clients, they said they 
were opposed to “runaway rents,” 
and that, not being opposed to 
rent control, it was their purpose 
to only offer suggestions for prac- 
tical management of rents. 

Their only direct opposition was 
to a provision of the bill which 
proposed regulation of rentals on 
newly built residence property. 
They based their objections on the 

round that limitation of rents to 

0 per cent of the cost of construc- 
tion of new residence properties 
would deter building. 

“The only way to solve the 
housing problem,” Wornall said, 
‘is to build new houses. We fear 
that this provision of the bill 
would deter building and that it 
will postpone the day when the 
available housing will meet the 
demand.”

Senator Horn explained the bill 
at the opening of the hearing, as- 
serting that the state should not 
be caught unprepared and should 
have a law which would be efféc- 
tive immedia@tely on the abandon- 
ment of federal controls. He said 
he believed that the _ provision 
authorizing a 15 per cent increase 
over federal approved rentals 
would be re@sonable and fair. 

“If federal controls are taken 
off and there is no state control,” 
he said, “it would :ot be long be- 
fore a condition approaching an- 
archy would result. 

“I have some information on 
this point from the social welfare 
division. In the brief period when 
federal controls were off, there 
were.61 cases brought to the atten- 
tion of the division by persons who 
were receiving old age pensions or 
relief. Of these 59 were rent in- 
creases, which averaged 35.2 per 
cent, ranging from 9 per cent to 
more than 100 per cent. There 
were two cases of evictions. This 
shows what wotild happen if there 
were no controls on rents.” 

Senator Horn will reshape the 
original bill and have it ready for 
approval by the committee at its 
meeting next Tuesday.

$1,500,000 SOUGHT IN HOUSE | 
FOR STATE OFFICE BUILDING 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 9— 
_ An appropriation of $1,500,000 for 

construction of a new state office 
building here is proposed in the 
omnibus fund measure introduced 
in the House today by Chairman 
Lewis H. Wallace of the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

The bill, the last of the major 
appropriation measures to be in- 
troduced, carries also $5,441,750 1e- 
allotments for the construction of 
dormitories and other buildings 
at the University of Missouri and 
various state colleges. These funds 
were appropriated last year but 


were not spent because the col- 
leges were unable to obtain build- 
ing contracts. 


The reappropriations for school 
dormitories are: University of 
Missouri, Columbia, $2,465,000; 
School of Mines and Metallurgy, 
Rolla, $262,500; Lincoln University 
for Negroes, Jefferson City, $462,- 
500, Northwest Teachers’ College, 
Maryville, $346,750; Northeast 
Teachers’ College, Kirksville, $496,- 
500; Central State College, War- 
rensburg, $452,500; Southeast State 
College, Cape Girardeau, $415,500;

Springfield, $467,500. In addition, 
the bill’ carries $75,000 for a new 
power plant at the School of 
Mines.

He con- 
tended that the question was set- 
tled and that there was no need 
for a commission. : 

Marshall said Molotov, in assert- 
ing that the Potsdam conference 
finally fixed the border, was in 
“complete contradiction. of the 
English language as understood by 
President Truman and myself.” 

Marshall quoted Stalin as 
ecknowledging at Potsdam that 
he had received several com- 
munications from the United 
States and Britain protesting 
against the setting up of a Polish 
administration in some eastern 
areas. 


Marshall declared Stalin said at 
the time that the reason the 
Poles had been allowed to admin- 
ister the territory was that the 
Germans had fled and that the 
Red Army needed someone to 
— over the civilian administra- 


Stalin was quoted further as 
telling Bevin July 21, 1945, just be- 
fore the Potsdam conference was 
edjourned, that he, Stalin, did 
not feel there should be any final 
settlement of boundaries until the 
_ peace conference. 


Molotov quoted Truman as say- 

ing in a radio speech on Aug. 9, 
1945, that the territory adminis- 
tered by Poland will lead to the 
creation of “a more homogenous 
nation”. He contended the state- 
ment showed Truman régarded 
the eastern boundaries as final. 
Marshall denied the contention. 
' (Molotov did not quote Tru- 
man’s statement in the same 
speech that it was agreed at the 
Potsdam conference that the final 
determination of boundaries must 
await the peace settlement.) 


The meeting adjourned without 
a formal decision on the whole 
question. 

The commission would be com- 
posed of the United States, Brit- 
ain, Russia and France, plus Po- 
land and some other Allied states. 

Marshall suggested that the 
commission also study measures 
to assure that the natural and in-

“The division of the remaining 
territory, largely agricultural land, 
requires consideration of the needs 
of the Polish and German peo- 
ples and of Europe as a whole.” 


Wants Friction Avoided. 


Marshall urged a_ settlement 
which would not “provide endur- 
ing and popular issues for the 
enemies of democracy and free- 
dom in Germany.” He also urged 
that the territorial solution be not 
one which “would create interna- 
tional friction.” 

Poland would not be deprived 
ef compensation for territories 
lost to the Soviet Union, Marshall 
said, and “the new frontiers of 
Poland must be adequate to give 
Poland resources at least as great 
as she had before the war and 
eapable of maintaining her peo- 
ples at a good standard of life.” 

(A large area of eastern Po- 
land was incorporated into Rus- 
gia in the settlement which gave 
Poland former German lands.)

Schwellenbach asserted that if 
the Senate upholds the 43 per cent 
reduction, the department would 
be unable to carry out many func- 
tions required of it by law.

“I am in complete accord with

He said the House action would 
eliminate virtually the whole sup- 
ervisory and administrative staff 
“and the organization would be- 
come a headiess body.” 

Schwellenbach asserted’ that 
when the House not only. reduced 
the amount of money for the serv- 
ice but specified the jobs to he 
eliminated as well, it exceeded its 
authority. 

“Aside from key policy-making 
positions that are subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate,” he said, 
“the executive branch has the sole 
authority and responsibility for the 
hiring and firing of personnel 
charged with administering the 
laws. 

“Tl believe the House by attempt- 
ing to direct me whom I shall hire 
and fire in the execution of my 
duties of conciliation and media- 
tion is attempting to exercise an 
executive function.” 

Warren told the subcommittee 
today that he had never “advo- 
cated the right of government em- 
ployes to strike.” He said also 
that he had belonged to two or- 
ganizations “designated as Com- 
munist fronts” for a few months 
in 1938 but “withdrew from both 

these organizations early in 
1939.” 

Warren left negotiations in the 
telephone strike to appeal to the 
Senators to restore the amount 
which the House cut from the 
operating funds of the Concilia- 
tion Service.

It is not difficult to conclude that 
Chandler was enraged by the criti- 
cism and has made Durocher his 
handy whipping boy. 

Durocher has been no more culp- 
able than his boss, Branch Rickey. 
Rickey knew about the column 
that Harold Parrott, Brooklyn Club 
secretary, was writing under - 
rocher’s by-line in the Brooklyn 
Eagle. It was in this column that 
the “derogatory statements” cited 
by MacPhail in his complaint to 
Chandler, were printed.

Harold Parrott, is here- 
by jfined $500 for writing a de- 
liberately derogatory column 
about others in baseball and for 
violating the commissioner’s order 
of silence following the Sarasota 
hearing. 


“From evidence developed at 
the hearings, it is evident that 
Charles Dressen allowed Branch 
Rickey, his former employer, to 
labor under a misapprehension as 
to what action he (Dressen) would 
take with respect to his 1947 con- 
tract. The commissioner is con- 
vinced by the evidence that Dres- 
sen agreed with Rickey to remain 
as coach for two'more years, al- 
though the formal contract had 
not been signed.

_Durocher Not Offered Job. 


“Evidence clearly shows that 
MacPhail did not offer Durocher 
a*job as manager of the New 
York Yankees for the 1947 sea- 
son and that statements quoting 
Durocher in this regard are un- 
true. MacPhail admitted refrain- 
ing from announcing the signing 
of his manager, to give Durocher 
an opportunity to negotiate a bet- 
ter contract with Rickey; this 
could not be considered an act 
designed to engender a friendly 
feeling between two major league 
clubs, and the commissioner will 
not expect its repetition in the 
future.

A First Step in Greece 


The Greek Liberal leader and elder statesman, 
Themistocles Sophoulis, proposes that Parlia- 
ment be dissolved and a new election be held. 
This can be done, he says, only if the United 
States Governmdnt will request King Paul so to 
advise Premier Maximos. Mr. Sophoulis’s sug- 
gestion is a direct invitation for the laggard 
State Department toso something, and do it fast. 


The Greek Government is grossly ineffective 


and, what is more, it is vicious. No qualified ob- 
server has had a good word to say about it. Its 
Security Ministry is as powerful and brutal a 
secret political police as anything that existed in 
Germany, Italy, Japan or Russia. It strikes 
terror into the hearts of political opposition by 
rounding up citizens in the dead of night, spirit- 
ing them away to secret drumhead courts, and 
executing them or deporting them to lonely 
islands in the Aegean. In a single three-day 
period in the past month the Security Ministry, 
acting without having to ask anybody, arrested 
some 600 persons in Athens, mostly doctors, 
lawyers and other professional men, on account 
of their political views. - 
While ordinary citizens are terrorized, privi- 
leged citizens continue to profiteer and to evade 
taxes on their swollen profits—all under gov- 
ernment protection. As an observer reports to 


* Arthur Krock of the New York Times: “... The 


government continues to protect .,. Athens’s 
3000 wealthiest citizens ... against any direct 
taxation...” In the face of a desperately acute 
need for funds, therefore, tax collections are 
miserably slow. The tax revision which was 
promised in the Anglo-Greek economic agree- 
ment 15 months ago still is not forthcoming. And 
while the money dribbles in, pinched off at the 
source by the tax-dodging profiteers, it is squan- 


dered by government officials on expensive 


American tars, nylons, cosmetics and such nov- 
elties as $90 portable radios for-ministers’ wives 
to show off in swank bars. 

This is the kind of government that can bat- 
ten on disorder, not the kind that can bring 
about order. It cannot have the required will 
for order as long as it is the creature of business 
men who are profiting from chaos. It cannot 
have the required public support for order as 
long as it is a government whose election was 
boycotted by 20 per cent of the electorate and 
which now boycotts, according to Raymond 
Daniell of the New York Times, some 30 to 40 
per cent of Greek opinion, It is not a repre- 
sentative government, but a government of the 
right and right-center, exclusive of left-center 
and left. 

For reasons of patriotism, the government 
should not want to hang on by its teeth at the 
price of prolonging the national agony. It is, 
however, asking too much to expect the Athenian 


tycoons to agree to reform simply because the 


present government is bad for Greece. Under 
the circumstances, Mr. Sophoulis’s proposal that 
the United States suggest a new election seems 
an obviously essential preliminary step in this 
country’s effort to bring about in Greece a work- 
able amount of political and economic stability.

More School Board Evasion 


Despite a specific recommendation against the 
rule by Dr. W. W. Burke of Washington Univer- 
sity, who is employed as special consultant in 
such matters, the School Board last night voted 
7 to 4 against lifting the bewhiskered ban against 
married women teachers in the public schools. 

Yet the prospect is not too discouraging. Dr. 
Rudolph Hofmeister, who is firmly on record 
against the ban, was absent last night, and Mrs. 
Irma Friede, who has been chronically opposed 
to lifting the ban, is soon to be replaced.by a 
new member who takes the opposite view. 


One or two members of the board who voted 


last night against repealing the rule said their 
opposition was a matter of timing. They indi- 
cated they would change their votes later. 

Meanwhile, let Dr. Burke’s outspoken, con- 
demnation of the ban be added to that of Dr. 
Srayer, Dr. Engelhardt and the many other edu- 
cational authorities who have taken the same 
view. Dr. Burke says pointedly: ‘Marital status 
as such should not be a factor in the employment 
of teachers.”

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Progress in East St. Louis 

The citizens of the East Side who want to 
make their community the pleasant, decent and 
well-governed place they would like to live in 
have the corrupt machine on the run. 

A review by the Election Board has seated 
Richard Carter, an Independent candidate for 
the City Council, over Joseph Ganschinietz, a 
machine candidate who had previously been an- 
nounced as the winner. This gives the Inde- 
pendents two of the five Councilmen, with the 
main election contest yet to be decided. 

There is excellent ground to hope that the 
contest will bring to light enough of the obvious 
vote-buying and vote-thievery in which the ma- 
chine engaged to give the Independents at least. 
a majority on the Council. 

The election contest, however, {s only one of 
the worries of the McGlynn-Connors-English ma- 
chine. The second runaway grand jury in four 
months has prevailed on the Circuit Court to 
appoixt special counsel to serve it in returning 
indictments. . ‘ 

Only the grand jurors know whom they mean 
to indict, but it seems safe to assume that they 
will indict the present City Council, including 
Mayor Connors and Police Commissioner Eng- 
lish. And the indictments, if they are returned, 
will not contain the loopholes written into the 
indictments returned against these men by the 
previous grand jury. Those indictments were 
written by State’s Attorney Zerweck and his as- 
sistants, creatures of the machine. 

It would appear, indeed, that Zerweck and his 
assistants may be included this time in the list 
of those indicted. Zerweck has been elected 
State’s Attorney with machine support since 1932 
and he shares with the City Council responsibil- 
ity for tolerating wholesale and open gambling. 

The reform forces, however, should aim beyond 
punishing the guilty and establishing a regime of 
Yaw and order. They should strive also for such 
things as good schools and libraries, paved streets, 
garbage removal and sanitation, slum clearance 
and smoke elimination. 

East St. Louis can do a distinguished service 
by proving that an industrial community can be 


made as pleasant a place in which to live as any 
other community. And that is a program that 
will attract permanent political support. 
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When Henry Ford Was Brilliant 


In a celebrated courtroom appearance many 
years ago, Henry Ford said: “History is bunk.” 
For this, he was made a target of derision and 
the impression was spread that the multi-mil- 
lionaire manufacturer was a downright ignora- 
mus. It pleased people Whose education was 
more complete than Ford’s to look down their 
noses at him. Yet the truth is—and Ford could 
have proved it—that much history is bunk. 

Henry Ford did lack a basic education from 
which he otherwise might have formed an in- 
tegrated philosophy. It would have saved him 
a lot of grief—as in his sorry effort to arouse 
the country to excitement over the discredited 
document, “Protocols of the Elders of. Zion.” 
Education, too, might have given him a realism 
to spare him the ridicule that he received for 
his nobly-conceived attempt to end World War I 
by his voyage on the “peace ship,” Oskar II. 

But, education or not, Ford’s mind had a pene- 
trating brilliance that manifested itself in many 
ways. It may be, when the accounts are all 
audited, that he gave modern economy the most 
vital lesson it could possibly receive, and one 
that it hasn’t learned yet. This lesson is that, 
as a result of low unit costs made possible by 
mass production methods, and the corollary 
need of a well-financed mass market, our econ- 
omy can function properly only by 

Low prices 
and 
High wages. 

This is so simple as to seem primer stuff, yet 
the nation is once again witnessing a price spiral 
that threatens to cause another collapse, Ford’s 
own grandson, Henry II, recently announced a 
modest cut in the price of Ford cars, and the 
event was properly noted all over the country, 
as was a price cut by International Harvester. 
But so bad has the price situation become that 
the President felt it necessary to call a special 
Cabinet meeting today to discuss it. 

It was long ago when the Tin Lizzie made its 
appearance on the highways of America. The 
automobile, which had been a luxury item, thus 
was made available by Ford to modest purses. 
And, by a flash of insight, ’way back around 
1914, Ford electrified the country by announcing 
that henceforth common labor in his plants 
would receive no less than the then magnificent 
wage of $5 a day. Low-priced Tin Lizzies and 
wages big enough so people could buy them— 
that was the Ford formula. It made him rich 
and it made millions happy. 

You can take all the economists in the world 
and lay them end to end and they coukdn’t pro- 
duce a sounder conclusion than that the way to 
make modern economy work is 

Low prices 
and 
High wages. 
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Big-Hearted Louis -Maginn 

After some delay, doubtless due to long re- 
search and meditation, Louis Maginn, former 
president of the Real Estate Board, has come 
forward with his substitute for federal-aid pub- 
lic housing. 

If the City of St. Louis will donate a site in 
the southeast corner of Forest Park, and if the 
Federal Public Housing Administration will put 
up two and a quarter million-dollars, and if both 
the city and the Government will refrain from 
any sort of rent or profit control, Mr. Maginn 
will form a syndicate to build nine eight-story 
apartments to rent to 860 families—or such 
parts of families as can live in a living room, 
bedroom and kitchen. 

Mr. Maginn, it is clear, has been too shrink- 
ing and restrained. He should not be permitted 
to dedicate his fine business talents to the com- 
munity on any such sacrificial basis as this. 

At the very least, he should ask also that the 
United States Engineers do his excavating, that 
the War Assets Administration supply his build- 
ing materials free of charge, and that the City 
Comptroller collect the rents and pay bills, re- 
lieving Mr. Maginn of any. burden beyond de- 
positing the~profits. 

Finally, for his intense and unselfish effort

IT have been a member of the Senate 
Atomic Energy Committee which sat as a 
jury in the Lilienthal case. I have heard 
or read every word of the testimony. 


As & result, I have been driven away 
from the adverse prejudice with which I 
started. I have been driven to the belief 
that logic, equity, fair play and a just re- 
gard to urgent public welfare combine to 
recommend Mr. Lilienthal’s confirmation 
in the light of to- ‘ 
day’s realities, 


With varying 
shades of emphasis, 
he is charged with 
either sympathy for 
Communism or too 
easy toleration of 
it. After weeks of 
testimony, I find no 
basis for this 
charge. 

I hope my own 
record, plus the | 
fact that I am - oe mA 
the top bracket o te 
all Communist Sen. Vandenberg 
blacklists all ’round the world, demonstrates 
that I am not calculated to be “soft” on 
such a subject. But I do not want to emu- 
late the intolerance of Communism itself 
by condemning to some sort of Siberia all 
persons who do not happen totally to sub- 
scribe to my own view as to how America 
ought to be run, 


Danger of Stagnation 


It is the opinion of our committee that 
Mr. Lilienthal is no part of a Communist 
by any stretch of the imagination. There 
were a few youthful intriguers in one 
minor department of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority who were Communists, 

But let us be fair about it, Mr. President. 
If I were to hold every top executive in 
American industry personally responsible 
for the underground Commuhism which ex- 
ists in every large employment, I would de- 
nude most American industry of its leader- 
ship. 

I add, Mr. President, that there is an- 
other far graver alien danger that our own 
development of atomic energy shall slow 
down to a point where we shall not ever- 
lastingly keep ahead of the rest of the 
world in nuclear physics. 

Already we have been relatively stagnat- 
ing far too many months while the famous 
Manhattan Project has been in the twilight 
zone of uncertain transition from military 
to civilian control. It will remain in this 
uncertainty until the commission is firmly 
in the saddle, Certainly it calls for action 
now without further delay. 


Control Without Bayonets 


I may say at this point, Mr. President, 
that when I hear suggestions now made 
that we should repeal our present atomic- 
energy law, and when I now begin to hear 
again that it must all be subordinated to 
military control, my mind goes back to the 
many months during which the Atomic En- 
ergy Committee of the Senate struggled 
with that problem, 

Mr. President, if we found out one thing 
truer than another, it is that in peace 
time we cannot drive science into its labora- 
tories with bayonets. 

Now let me come to a second charge 


against Mr. Lilienthal. It is said he is 
such a devotee of public ownership that he 
will endanger free enterprise, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I confess that that gave me pause. 
But what are the realities in the case? 


We, the Congress, have declared by law 


that the contro] of atomic energy must be, 


the tightest Government monopoly ever set 
up in the United States—pending the day 
when the destructive use of atomic energy 
shall be outlawed for keeps. You all voted 
for it. It passed the Senate unanimously. 


To leave this world-wrenching mystery, 
involving life and death, in private hands 
or under private enterprise at the present 
time would be a shocking outrage upon 
human values. 

Therefore, one of the most available men 
to run it is the successful manager of the 
greatest existing comparable example of 
public ownership and management. Wheth- 
er we like it or him or TVA, this sequence 
leads logically to David Lilienthal’s door, 


An Irrelevant Charge 


We did something else when we passed 
the original atomic-energy bill, We set it 
down that, when the world is freed of the 
hazard in the destructive use of fissionable 
material, we propose to turn this new pow- 
er back into the relatively free control of 
competitive American initiative. 

Mr. Lilienthal could not escape the many 
mandates of the bill even if he would, and 
he will never get a chance because his ap- 
pointment runs only for 17 months, 

Now I come to the third charge. The 
charge is made that this nominee’s connec- 
tion with the Acheson-Lilienthal report, 
covering the problem of physical atomic 
controls, discloses a flaw in his reliability 
as a guardian of our atomic secrets because 
this report did not go to a finality in pre- 
scribing the ultimate security system de- 
manded by the later Baruch report. 

It seems to me this criticism is Irrele- 
vant, incompetent and immaterial, The 
Acheson-Lilienthal teport wag offered, ac- 
cording to its own language, merely as a 
place to begin, 


Mr. Baruch’s Approval 


Clearly, its authors were charged with 
the exploration of physical mechanisms for 
atomic control; not with the exploration 
of political mechanisms which became the 
subsequent responsibility of the Baruch 
group. ™ 

But they made an invaluable and indis- 
pensable report, without which the Baruch 
report and the ultimate finished American 
plan would have been impossible, and—this 
ought to end this part of the argument— 
Lilienthal whole-heartedly indorses the Ba- 
ruch report and the American plan, and 
Baruch wholeheartedly indorses Lilienthal. 

The Acheson-Lilienthal report was a vital 
milestone on the journey to this final goal. 
It was approved precisely for what it was 
by a very distinguished board of consultants. 
It is signed by Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves.

THE SMALL COMMUNITY LOOKS AHEAD, by Way 
land J. Heyes. (Harcourt, Brace & Co.) 

One thinks of the public forums operat- 

ing in such Missouri towns as Fulton and 
West Plains, and of the new hospital going 
up at Sikeston as indicating a spirit of 
teamwork, of taking thought together to 
shake off the devil of inertia. In changing 
times, adult education and the sort of se- 
curity that is based on health tend to give 
stability and coherence to the process of 
living. 
, It is rarely that a city the size of St. 
Louls can come to a community decision 
as was done in the abatement of the smoke 
nuisance, but general awareness of a civic 
crisis can be brought about—and sustained 
—more easily in smaller communities. 
Prof. Hayes, who watched this major 
achievement of St. Louis from the short 
distance of Vanderbilt University, says:

“On the whole, there are few phases of 
community living, whether social or eco- 
nomic, that might be altered without in- 
fringing on some vested interests, and these 
are of doubtful significance. One may be 
pretty sure that even such obvious benefits 
to the people as improved health or safety 
will be attacked vigorously.” 

The small community of the future need 
not be rich in gadgets alone, but can plan 
for the development of spiritual and cul- 
tural resources. Prof. Hayes is confident 
of this because of what was accomplished 
at Fews Chapel and Poplar Grove, com- 
munities influenced by the TVA, 

The author’s score sheets for the evalua- 
tion of community life, even the diagrams 
of community processes and the scale of 
‘progress, provide a sound foundation for 
civic planning.

When it is considered that more than 
half the population of the United States 
lives in small communities, and that our 
great cities are regularly repeopled from 
this seedbed, the importance of developing 
hope for the future rather than continuing 
timorous concern for the maintenance of 
the past is apparent. 

Factors to be enlisted include universi- 
ties, which now, except for the more or less 
technical and routine extension activities, 
are isolated from their communities. As 
the author remarks, only those can be 
saved who seek salvation. This can come 
through the integration of afl forward 
forces, from co-operatives to churches, 
government agencies and proper family 
life.

Apache Episode 
BLOOD BROTHER, by Elliott Arnold. (Duell, Sloan & 

Pearce, New York.) 

This is a quasi-historical novel about the 
grim Apache warfare of almost a century 
ago. The authof has interpreted a bloody 
era in American history to affirm his be- 
lief that the brotherhood of man can assert 
itself in spite of conflicting allegiances. 

“Blood Brother” is concerned with life 
among the settlers and the Chiricahua In- 
dians (a sub-tribe of the Apaches) in the 
Territory of Arizona just after the Treaty 
with Mexico. The title is bestowed on the 
two heroes of the story—Tom Jeffords, an 
American scout, and Cochise, the tribe's 
chief—who work for peace among their 
peoples, The story portrays the heroism 
of men who gambled both their lives and 
their honor in the quest of peace; and how 
through the mutual respect and trust they 
achieved, as friendly enemies, and the ex- 
ample of patient co-operation they set, an 
agreement was finally reached.

View Than Britain on Greece. 

LONDON, April 9 (AP)—A high 
British Government source said 
today that the United States State 
Department, officials in Greece 
“took a much graver view” of 
the internal and _ international 
ramifications of the Greek situa- 
tion than did the British. 

State Department observers had 
reported  Britain’s withdrawal 
from Greece would pave the way 
for Communists to seize control 
of the Greek Government, with 
help from Greece’s Communist- 
dominated northern neighbors. 

“They took a much graver view | 
than we as to what our withdraw- 
al would mean,” this British in- 
formant said, “We felt that the 
present Greek Government was by 
now fairly firmly based. We felt 
that the guerrilla fighting, while 
a considerable nuisance, was not 
great enough to constitute a dan- 
ger of real civil war.” 

He added, however, that Britain 
did regard the .Greek situation, 
which impelled President Truman 
to ask Congress for $250,000,000 
to aid Greece, as “serious.” 

The Truman plan for aid to 
Greece, he continued, could be 
called an Anglo-American policy 
“to the extent that it results from

Guide,” Sterting 
Jones’s “Migratory 
and Permanent 
Resident Birds” 
which gives arrival 
and departure dates 
in the St. Louis 
area — and the 
“Daily Field Check List” for entering our finds. 
Our total was 47 species found all within the 
farm limits—a record it would be difficult to 
exceed at this season unless we had taken in 
more of the migratory waterfowl and shore birds 
that can be found in our locality. 

There is a standard order for listing the birds 
seen on a bird walk, but I'll go astray from this 
as I am equally interested in the type of locality 
where we found the various species. The big east 
pond, although it has only a few feet of water, 
produced a beautiful pair of mallard drakes; and 
in the low land which surrounds the pond or, 
rather, in the sky above it, we found a turkey 
vulture, red-shouldered hawk and sparrow hawk, 
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HERE ALSO we heard the bob-white, and 
later flushed a covey over in the Huff field. 
The marshy land also produced many killdeer, 
a rarely seen pair of Wilsons snipe and a 
band of a dozen pectoral sandpipers. It was on 
the east side of the farm, also, that we saw the 
mourning dove which has been back only a few 
days, the first kingfisher of the year and dozens 
of flickers. Up around the house, in the woods 
behind it and out on the big ridge field were 
many species including the _ red-bellied and 
downy woodpeckers, phoebe, horned lark, blue- 
jay, chickadee, tufted titmouse, white-breasted 
nuthatch, Bewick and Carolina wrens. Here also 
Myron found a brown creeper, our first of this 


Epecies. 
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SOME OF the birds are, at this season, found 
almost everywhere and these include the crow, 
mocking bird, robin and bluebird, The starling, | 
of course, is one bird we hope never to find in 
too great profusion, Over in the Huff field, to 
the west of the highway, we had particularly 
good luck on Sunday morning. Here among the 
big cedars we found the cedar waxwings which 
come and go all winter, and the migrant shrike 
which looks like—and is—a miniature bird of 
prey. Here, too, we found the myrtle warbler, 
and others that will come along in a moment. 
A few English sparrows are always at home 
around the barns and everywhere throughout 
the fields we see the eastern meadowlark and 
hear him singing. The blackbirds and grackles 
are coming through in force and if there’s any 
more beautiful sight in birddom than a flock of 
two or three hundred red-wnged blackbirds 
wheeling against the sun, you'll have to show it ¢ 
to me. Bronzed grackles and rusty blackbirds 
are also here in. great flocks, filling the air 
with their rustling and liquid music, 
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DOWN AT the foot of the bluff below the 
house is a wild tangle of briars and weeds which 
forms a perfect bird haven. Here are always 
present by dozens the brilliant cardinals. Here, 
too, we saw the beautiful little purple finch 
which looks exactly as though he’d been dipped 
into raspberry ice cream. Goldfinches were in 
the fields in hundreds, their plumage just about * 
to change to brilliant yellow. The towhee likes’ 
that sheltered thicket and also the whole tribe 
of sparrows among which we identified no less 
than eight. These include the junco, eastern tree 
sparrow, chipping sparrow, eastern field sparrow, 
white-throated sparrow, the big and beautifully 
marked fox sparrow, Lincoln’s sparrow and Mis- 
sissippi song sparrow. 

No small part of the joy of such a day afield 
is that it makes you deeply conscious of: the 
beauty of the songs or call notes of birds, of all 
species. Although these are often in our ears 
throughout the entire day, it isn’t until we go 
abirding that we're fully conscious of them. I'd 
put down the Wilsons snipe and the sandpiper 
as two of our best finds for this locality—and 
if we hadn't missed the great pileated wood- 
peckers which are ordinarily quite common here 
and the hairy woodpecker, we'd have had a full 
list.

HEN your grass and flowers do not do 

what they are supposed,to do and you go to 

an expert for advice, the chances are he 
will tell you what you need is “some nice rich 
topsoil.” 

But where are you going to get the nice rich 
topsoil? You may, somewhere in your career, 
have made a compost pile which, given time, is 
supposed to make nice rich topsoil. 

However, when you explore the compost pile 
you will find that all the leaves, corn shucks, 
potato peels, dead flowers and other green refuse 
you have tossed on it will yield only enough 
topsoil] to fill one average-size flower pot. That 
is not to mention the sticks, bones, tin cans and 
broken china that have found their way into it. 

It is no use appealing to friends. They may 
be the sort of friends who would give you the 
shirts off their back. But they won't give you. 
any topsoil. Oh, no. They need every bit they 
have.

PERHAPS why WILL TELL you they know 
a man with topsoil who lives miles away and he 
hasn't got a telephone, But you can call a store 
and leave a message for him. If you get the 
store and the message gets to the man he will 
reply that he had some topsoil but he hasn’t 
got it now. Or, if he has it, he has no way to 
get it to you as his truck has broken down. 

Anyway, it is probably too late in the season 
to do much good now. You should have ordered 
the topsoil six months ago. So your grass and 
flowers will continue to look thin and undernour- 
ished as they have done every season as far back 
as you can remember. 

When an expert recommends “nice rich top- 
soil” it is time to give up. He might just as 
well prescribe a few bags of uncut diamonds or 


a liberal sprinkling of gold dust.

As concrete presents a rough 
porous surface it is necessary to 
use a special primer if the follow- 
ing coats of paint are going to be 
absorbed evenly. Primers for con- 
crete can be purchased ready- 
mixed, After the primer is dry the 
following coats can be applied just 
as they are for any other exterior 
surface. The final coat goes on as 
it comes from the can. 

Concrete floors can be painted 
with floor enamel but be extreme- 
ly careful about moisture.

“Peter or peter out—to fail 
gradually in size, quantity or 
quality. 

The expression was in circula- 
tion in the figurative or slang 
sense before the Mining Glossary 
appeared. In Bowles’ “Across the 
Continent,” published in 1865, 
there is a reference to the course 
of the Humboldt River running: 

“,... West and south for 300 
to 500 miles, and then it finds 
ignominious end in a ‘sink’ or 
. » « quietly ‘peters out.’”’

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

OW that we have embarked on 

relief for Greece and Turkey, 

not only for food and re- 
habilitation purposes, but for a 
number of other areas of activity 
which might be considered polit- 
ical and military, rumors are 
abroad—and fairly well substanti- 
ated—that we are not going to 
give relief to Poland and to Yugo- 
slavia. 

The relief they ask for is food. 
They are in dire need of food. Peo- 
ple cannot live on a diet which 
falls below a certain caloric con- 
tent. Even in Germany I do not 
think we are letting people receive 
less than 1000 calories a day. The 
Germans were our enemies; the 
Poles and the Yugoslavs fought 
with us and, by their fight, helped 
our final victory. 
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I DO NOT IGNORE the fact 
that Yugoslavia and Poland both 
are under Russtan influence in 
their Governments, but the people 
who are going to suffer from 
starvation probably know very lit- 
tle about the political complexion 
of their Government. Where are 
these countries going to turn for 
aid in the next critical months, be- 
fore their harvest, which has been 
damaged by a bad winter, comes 
to fruition? If we refuse to help 
them, there is nowhere for them 
to turn except to Russia. Now is 
when help is needed, not later. 

I would far prefer to see us 


give to Greece only what she must 
have to keep from starvation and 
to begin her economic rehabilita- 
tion, and give the balance to Po- 
land and Yugoslavia. I cannot 


believe that we have reached a 
point where we have forgotten 
that we originally chose this pol- 
icy of unilateral relief because we 
wished our relief to be given only 
on a basis of need. We did not 
wish it to be uged for political 
purposes. But if you withhold 
food from a people, you sometimes 
achieve political results quite as 
much as if you give them food 
and allow them to use it for po 
litical purposes. 

Poland has been cutting her ex- 
port of coal to Russia and send- 
ing more coal to Germany, Italy 
and France. That will help us, 
for it will help the rehabilitation 
in those countries which we are 
hoping for.’

WE CANNOT be of the opinion 
in our Congress that starving peo- 
ple are going to be better demo- 
crats. What we are doing is build- 
ing up enemies. Once upon a 
time we had friends—people who 
looked to us for liberation, who 
thought we had courage and free- 
dom and charity in our souls, 
They trusted us, but today, little 
by little, the opinion of the world 
and the feeling of the world is 
changing. 

We cannot carry the world on 
our backs forever. We need the 
best financial and scientific minds 
to work on the problem of quickly 
rehabilitating Europe as a whole, 
but one cannot rehabilitate when 
people are starving. I beg the 
gentlemen who are our responsi- 
ble representatives, and on whom 
the blessings or the curses of 
these people will lie, to think well 
before they misrepresent the spirit 
of the people of the United States.

A POINT OF USAGE. 


AYWILLE: Consider the fol- 
M lowing conversation at our 
dining-room table: 

She: Well, tomorrow is Sunday. 

He: You mean, tomorrow will 
be Sunday. 

She: No; I mean that right now, 
today, this very minute, tomorrow 
ig Sunday. 

' And so on far into the meal. 
Which is correct?—Mrs. O. 8. 

Answer: From time to time, 
readers have asked me to point 
out the “incorrectness” of the 
common expression, ““‘What day is 
tomorrow? Tomorrow is Sunday.” 
Many insist that “tomorrow is” is 
a ridiculous scrambling of the 
present and future tenses, that the 
present tense of the verb (is) can- 
not be used for the future (tomor- 
row). 


But there is nothing illogical or 
ungrammatical in such usage, 
which is well established in Eng- 
lish idiom. The idea of the future 


is conveyed not by the verb (is), 
but by the subject (tomorrow). 

The late Thomas R. Lounsbury, 
emeritus professor of English at 
Yale, said: “A person ordinarily 
says ‘tomorrow is...” that is, he 
says so if he uses the language 
correctly. If he chances to be in 
the company of one who says, 
‘Pardon me, but you should say 
“tomorrow will be Sunday.”’ it is 
perfectly legitimate to ask him ‘If 
tomorrow is not Sunday, then 
what day is it?’” 

Let’s look at it this way: There 
is a rule in grammar that state- 
ments of facts that are . 
nently true should be put in the 
present tense. Now it is perma- 
nently true that the day which 
follows today is (present tense) 
always tomorrow. It is perma- 
nently true that Sunday always 
follows (present tense) Saturday; 
or, In other words, Sunday always 
is (present time) the day after 
Saturday. Therefore, on any Sat- 
urday tomorrow is Sunday.

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Contract

HERE were two conceivable 
ways to play the slam contract 
in today’s deal, but unfortu- 
nately the declarer chose the one 
that had far less chance than 
the other. 
North, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
North. East. 7 = West. 
1 heart Pass . spade Pass 
3 hearts Pass 4 au Pass 
5 spades Pass 6 spades Pass 
Pass Pass 


North, after having made a 
jump rebid in his own heart suit, 
did not have enough left for even 
a jump preferente bid to five 
spades. However, there was noth- 
ing wrong with the final contract; 
it had far better than a 50 per 
cent chance for success. 

West opened the diamond jack.. 
Declarer put up the ace, cashed 
the ace and king of spades, then, 
when the queen failed to fall, had 
to put all his hope in a 3-3 break 
of the club suit. This also failed 
to materialize (which was not un- 
natural in view of the odds against 
this break) and the contract no 
longer could be fulfilled. 

It is true that declarer had a 
fair play for his slam in trying 
for either the drop of the spade 
queen, singleton or doubleton, or a 
3-3 break of the six outstanding 
clubs. It is equally true, however, 


‘that a different line of play would 


have enjoyed a much greater 
chance. 

The better plan was to cash no 
more than one trump, then to 
cash two top clubs and to ruff a 
club with dummy’s ace or king of 
trumps. Now declarer could re- 
turn to his hand and lead the 
spade jack. If he ran into very 
hard luck and lost this trick to a 
defender who had originally held 
only the queen-small of trumps 
and four clubs, this defender could 
now lead a club to give his partner 
a ruff, but that possibility was 
comparatively remote. The main 
point was that South should not 
have depended on either a drop 
of the trump queen or a perfect 
break of the missing clubs.

O meat appeals to the average 

person more than perfectly 

cooked bacon, Its aroma, ap- 
pearance and flavor are equally 
tempting. With such an apprecia- 
tion of bacon and with all the 
cooking of bacon down through 
the generations, one would con- 
clude that every man, woman and 
child would know how to do this 
simplest of cooking in an ideal 
manner, but faultless bacon is the 
exception rather than the rule no 
matter where it is served. Many 
times it is undercooked and is 
greasy, flabby and disagreeable 
in flavor because it has not had 
the chance to develop its fine 
qualities through sufficient and 
correct cooking. 

In other cases, one end of the 
bacon strip is crisp and burned 
while the other is flabby and 
greasy. In still other instances, 
the bacon is crisp from one end 
of the strip to the other but it is 
such a dark brown that it has a 
scorched flavor. Bacon should be 
cooked uniformly throughout the 
strip, and it should be uniformly 
crisp. The fat part should be 
pale amber in color and the lean 
streaks a reddish brown. It 
should be as free from grease as

The public is fortunate if it hears a good cast and a first-class 
conductor. Glyndebourne, then, was something extremely special 
and it is only through mechanical reproduction that the wider public 
can gain some idea of what the performances there were like. 

Fritz Busch, the musical director at Glyndebourne and the con- 
ductor of the recorded performance of “Figaro,” has_ achieved the 
mogt delicate balgnce between voice and orchestra—an effect that is 
evident despite’ the loss of detail to which I have already referred. 
This is essential in realizing the true character of Mozart for the 
ogchestra’s reinforcement ‘of what the voice is saying is like the 
volatile element in champagne. But while it reinforces the voice it 
never takes the play from the stage. Unlike the Wagner opera 
there is no neutral music written for the voice by Mozart except on 
rare occasions—such as the Ball Room Scene in “Don Giovanni’— 
where the dramatic necessities of the action require it. The vocal

IT IS SO EXPRESSIVE that superficial observers have con- 
cluded that Mozart is first and last’a melodist. Actually, form and 
content are so welded in the “Marriage of Figaro” score, as in 
others, that they cannot be considered separately. The motive, the 
structural and the expressive elements are all there but one cannot 
abstract one without sacrificing something essential. 

The singing in all the “Marriage of Figaro” records is first rate, 
and has a vitality appropriate to a work that can be regarded as 
the highest expression in music of the quality of humor. Musical 
humor is impossible to describe but easy to apprehend. Mozart’s 
humor in “Figaro” is.as penetrating as it could possibly be but 
without once bordering on vulgarity.
